All tne rest of my vronerty of every dese 
cription is to be equally divided between 
all of my children and my grandson, William 
Edwin Moore, ith the exception of my Wil- 
cox County land, my son Porter King is to 
have that. 


Before the division, all of my grendsons 
bearing my name is to have ‘71000 each,

I desire that my estate, botn real and personal, 
shall be valued by five good and disinterested. 
citizens, to be aopointed by the Clerk of the 
County Court of the County aforesaid; and by them 
divided into seven shares, to be divided between 
my wife and my six children, all hereinafter named. 


Item 3rd. Inasmuch ss I have already advanced to 
my son, John R, Yoree the value of »8000; and to 
my daughter, Mary Ann (now the wife of Andrew 5, 
Moore) in land and Negroes, the value of $8000, 

I @esire and direct that their two snares of my 
estate shall be of value $8000 less than the five 
other shares, which I desire to be equal in value. 


Item 4th. J hereby give and devise unto my be- 
loved wife, Martha Goree, an equal portion of my 
estate, both real and personal, with my sons, 

James L. Goree, Rotert T, Goree, Joseph 4, Goree, 
and ny daughter, Lucy ©, Goree, all of whose share 8 
are to be equal in value, and that the share which 
falls to my wife, Nartha T, Goree, shall include 
the premises @nereon I now live, 


Item 5th. The portion of my estate herein dew 
vised to my daughter, Lucy ©, Yoree, I give and de 
vise to her and the heirs of her body befotten for 
evere 


Item 6th. One share of myestate, to be $8000 less 
than the other five shares above disposed of, I 
give snd devise to my daughter, Mary Ann, (now 
the wife of Andrew B, Moore) and the heirs of her 
body vepotten forever. 
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Item 7th. One share of my estate, to be equal 

in value to tht devised to my daughter, Mary Ann, 
now the wife of Andrew B, Moore, I give and devsse 
to my son, James L. Goree, in trust for the bene= 
fit of my son, John 8, Goree, and his heirs fore 
ever. 


Item Sth. The first four equal shares abovee 
named, the portions of my estate given and de~ 
vised to my wife, MHartna Goree, my sons, James Le 
Goree, Robert T. Goree, & Joseph A, Yoree, I give 
and devise to then respectively, and to their 
respective heirs forever, 


Item 9th. I have fonr 016 Nezroes whom I desiré 

shall be favoured, and therefore, I desire Paul, 

Ton, Harry, and Jack shall be se disposed of that 
one of them shall te included in each share which
